Blazon 1s taken either for an Explication of 
Arms in apt and fignificant terms ; or elſe for a diſplay of 
the Virtues of the Bearers of Arms. 

Mayſhalling 1s the coneyang of divers Arms into one * 
Shield or Eſcutcheon, 4c. And Arms (faith Cambden) are 
Enſigns of Honour Born in Banners, Shields and Coats, for no- 
rice diſtinctions of Families one from - another, and 
are deſcendable as hereditable ro Poſterity. 

Arms in this ſence have been of great Antiquity in the 
world, as appears from Sacred Writ : Particularly from 
Numb. 2% : wherein every Tribe of Iſrael! was commanded to 
pitch his Tent under the Standard of his Fathers Houſe. 

Enſigns of Honour among Military men, have been anci- 
ently uſed in this Kingdom; and the Coats that are now - 
born by the Nobility and Gentry, are viſible ſigns of their 
Nobility,' and ſhortned Symbols of rhe Heroical a&ons of their 
Predtceſſors : And the ſeveral Diviſions of their Shields, ought 
to ſhew the Wounds and Cuts received 1n many various 
Ads and Heroical Archievements of their Progenitors, which 
from them hath been deſcended down to their Poſterity 3 
which principally took its Riſe from their Services in t 
Warres in the Holy Land, wherein ſeveral Chriſtian Nations 
were engaged ; every one under their ſeycral Banners : As, 

The Ergliſh diſplayed a Red Crofs on a white Field : 
TheFrench and Portyuga!s under a white-Crofs in a Blew

And the more particular bearings in the Holy Land, was 
the Croſſe Crouched and Crofled, of infinite Varieties, as 
may be (een 1n all Military Orders of Chivalry and Knight- 
hood : So thar all thoſe particular Families, that did fignal 
Service there, have their Shields adorned therewith : As 
Eſcalop Shells, Pilgrims Scrips or Staves, Saracens heads, &c. 


Every Coat of Arms ought to conſiſt of both Mettal 
and Colour, having ſome Analogy of the Body and Spirit of 
the Bearers, repreſented by the Field and Charge ; Rendred 
1n the proper Languagy of Heraldry, which 1s called Blazon. 

The Mettals, Colours and Furres are repreſented in the firſt 
Plate of this book, each of them expreſt by ſeveral Hatch- 
ings of Lines : As, 0», 1s expreſt by Pricks and: Points 3 Ar- 
gent, plain, &c. As may be ſeen under their reſpeRive. titles : 
All which are Common Fields in Heraldry, and are ſubje& 
to Dwifion and Charge : Only obſerve the Vary, 1s Armour of 
it (elf, being alwayes Argent and Azure.

The Third is a Feſſ?, fgnifying Reſolution tro aon, and 1s 
-a Military Girole, going out to Conquer. | 

The Fourth, 1s called a Bend, Gonifving an old Soulder, 
and repreſcnts the Baltheum Triamphalzs, worn by thoſe that 
have Conquered. 

The Fifth is a Pale, Repreſenting a Military man in a 
ſtanding poſture, denoting Vigilancy and Diligence, and 15 as 
a Colomn or Pillar erected ro rhe Memory of deſerving 
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The Sixth, is a Cheveron, and denoteth an Eſtabliſh'd Houſe, 
one that doth enjoy the Spoyls of Arms gain'd in Warres. 

The Seventh, 1s the Saltier, which 1s an Engine of Man- 
hood to aſſault or gain, per Saltum, and denoreth a Po- 
litick Souldier. ; 

The Eighth is an Eſcutcheon, repreſenting the property 
of a good man, who labours to keep a quiet Conſcience in 
his Breaſt. | 

The Ninth Ordinary, 15s the Barr, which is never fingle, © 
and are of the nature of the Scarf worn about the Neck, 
Arm or Middle : Denoting ſuch as either with Arms or } 
Councel defend their Nation : Two Barrs repreſenting Love } 
and Hononr. : 

When a Fi-/1 is Charged by theſe Lines drawn ſtraight 
or thwart, do conſtitute certain honourable Ordinaries, as Þ 
being Ordinarily uſed, and are called Ordinariy, |

And, becauſe Man as he is the head of the whole Creatior 
ſo'to bear the Head of any thing 15 accounted the moſt He 
nourable : And what is gaincd by Labour and Pains 1s to be 
preferred : As the Eraſed Head is more of Military power that 
the Couped ; the one being torn off;and the other cur off. 
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_ Cartons ave place among Augmentations : As in the In- 
ſtiturion of Barons, each wearing an Eſcutcheon, or a Can- 
ton charged with a ſiniſter hand Gules: And when one 
Eſcatchzon 15 \born on another, it ſignifies that the Husband 
hath Marrycd an Heireſs 'General, and having Iflue by her, 
ir is Quartered by the Son, to ſhew that the Right of her 
Inheritance 15 tranſmitted from her to him : But if ſhe 
be not an Heireſs, he may but impale the Coat on the 
ſimiſter fide, which 15 called Baron and Feme : As for the 
outward Ornaments of Mantles, Helmets and Creſts, with 
which the Coats were called altogether Atchizvements.

He Helmet 1s for the defenſive part of the Head, re- 
preſenting Council; and are thus diſtinguiſhed, as 
may appear in the 24 Plate in the Book. 


The Firſt is that of an Eſquire or Gentleman. 
The Second 1s that of a Knight. 
The Third, is that of a Baron Garde Viſure, placed in that 
_ Cireulus Aurens, which the King hath conferred on Barons 
of the Realm with fix Pearls only. 

The Fourth, 1s that of a Viſcount, conſiſting of the whole 
Circle of Pearls, + | 

The Fifth, 15 that of an Earl. 
- « The Sixth, that of a Marqueſs. 

The Seventh 1s that of a Dube. 

The Eighth is that of a Prince. 

And the Ninth is that of a Soveraign, which 1s the 
Higheſt.
